For the fecond Queftion, How it comes to pafs chat 
no two Faces are exattly alike? we queftion the Truth of 
the Suppofition, very Auchentick Inftances Having been 
given us in Hiftory to the contrary, at leaft of who 
have been fo extreamly alike, that even theirown Sifters, 
Mothirs, nay Wives, han’t been able to difcern one from 
another : Sur hing soe Queftion with a grain of allow- 
ance, and granting that few Faces are thas refembling one

Jupiter Hammon.or Chammon was the Son of Sz- 
turn, as Ham or Cham onc of the Sons of Nozb, very pro- 
bably worfhipp’d by his Poftericy in Zybiz, as Belus In Ba- 
bylon by his. Janus ¥et appears more clearly to have 
the Foorfteps of Noah in his Hiftory 
Worlds, Fanus ficft planted Italy, is defcribed, Bifrons, 
looking backward and forward into both Ages. Noah 
planted a Vine, Fanus did fo too, firftin Italy, as their 
Stories tellus: Nay, Fain, as Sir Walter Rawitigh alfo 
tells us, fignifies in the Acbrew, Wine : Noah firft buile 
Altars and Sacrificed, fo fays Piftcr, did Fanus. And lait- 
ly, why mayn’t-the Cuftom of Fanus his thutting the 
Gates, or his Priefts fhutting °em for him, in fignification 
of Peace, relate either to Noabs fhutcing the Ark, orto 
the Covenantof Peace made with him when the Flood 
Was over.
